buying of unnecessary and expensive 
articles. If the wearing of overalls, 
or of any such like garb, is adopted 
without a corresponding practice of 
saving and economy, its cost is bound 
to go up 
Already, there are reports 


to the effect that fashionable clothing 
establishments and tailors are going 
to introduce dress clothes made of 
denim. 


The time has arrived when the 


public must 
buy with care and 


thought of service, and must curb the 
desire for non-essentials. If these 
rules are followed, the prices 
will 


soon go down and the public will be 
be getting the value for its money 
that it certainly is entitled to expect 
from it. People do not have to pay 
high prices, and if they buy only 
clothes and other articles such as will 
supply their needs, and only enough 
for their present needs, prices 
will 


soon go down. 


The public should curtail its ^de- 


mands and refuse to buy until prices 
are forced down; then manufacturer* 
will produce clothes and other neces- 
sities at lesser prices. 
, 


Money saved through curtailing 


on bujmg non-essentials cannot be 
invested in a safer place than in gov- 
ernment savings securities, such as 
government savings stamps, treasury 
savings certificates and Liberty Bonds 
at the present market prices. 


When prices return to normal, the 


money safeguarded now in govern- 
ment securities will not only have 
earned excellent interest, but will 
have a tremendously increased pur- 
chasing power.

FOWLS OPEN DOOR OF HOUSE 


Tilting Platform Arranged 80 That 


Hsns May Liberal* Th*m**lvt» 


by Stepping on It 


The following Is one of the simplest 


methods of enabling hens to open the 
henhouse door in the morning, there- 
by relieving their owner of the neces- 
sity of rising at daybreak to let them 
out. The door of the henhouse is 
hinged at the top, so that it opens out- 
ward, and the lower edge catches 
against the floor, so that it cannot 


j swing inward. Near the lower edge 


on the outside a cord is attached, 
which passes upward over two small 
pulleys hanging from a beam. 
The 


other end of the cord supports a tin 
can weighted with stones, so as to be 
Just heavy enough to pull the door 
open and keep it so. On the floor of 
the henhouse, right In front of the 
door, is a tilting platform, -vith a hook 
in the front edge, which fits an" eyo 
tcrewed into the door. The door can 
therefore be locked at night by catch- 
lug the hook In the eye, and the pull 
Of the cord against the door on the 
outside has the effect of making the 
hook hold securely. Wlien the own- 
er has locked the door in the evening, 
after the hens havo gone to roost, he 
sprinkles a few grains of feed on the 
outward end of the tilting platform, 
which is now in a horizontal position, 
and leaves the henhouse by the large 
door, which he locks behind'him. On 
the following morning, the'first hen 
which Jumps upon the platform to 
* at the feed tilts the platform, 


releasing the hook from the eye; and
